star, although in fact Mercury will be 
abont 10f>,000,000 miles from the earth 
Venus 146,000,000 miles 
and 
Mars 
239,000,000 mile*. 
Mara ifc increasing its distance from 
the earth and drawing in toward the 
sun so it will be increasingly difficult 
to find it in the twilight. Mercury andf 
Venus now are approaching the earth. 
Mercury will reach Its greatest eas­ 
tern elongation on July 28 when it 
will be more than 27 degrees east o í 
the sun. This the American Nature 
Association points out, is within on€ 
degree of its greatest possible distance 
from the sun and great enough to en^ 
able it to be picked up easily in the 
twilight after sunset. 
Anyone watching these three plan­ 
ets this month with the aid of a small 
teloscbpe or field glasses might imag­ 
ine they were playing tag or running 
a race in the northwestern sky after 
sunset. All three will move eastward 
during July from Caneet into Leo, btit 
all wlT be moving at different speeds 
with respect to each other and the 
earth.
